Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 

5.  Aesthetics 

The  State  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  regulations 
require  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  to  be  shielded  from  public  view. 
No  junk  vehicles  may  be  visible  from  a point  six  feet  above  the  centerline 
of  any  public  road. 

The  applicant  will  use  his  existing  1 acre  towing  facility  at  the 
intersection  of  Russell  Street  and  Montana  Street  in  Missoula  (see  dia- 
gram) . This  facility  is  currently  screened  by  a chain  link  fence  with 
brown  fiberglass  inserts  running  vertically. 

The  applicant  plans  to  store  junk  vehicles  inside  either  the  garage  or 
car  wash  buildings.  Thus,  junk  vehicles  will  not  be  in  public  view,  and  no 
aesthetic  impact  is  anticipated  from  establishing  and  licensing  this  motor 
vehicle  wrecking  facility. 

Should  the  applicant  exhaust  his  inside  storage  and  place  junk  vehi- 
cIgs  within  his  outside  yard,  some  additional  shielding  will  be  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  shielding  requirements  as  stated  in  16.14.202  ARM. 
Specifically,  tall  trees  will  need  to  be  planted  along  the  north  fence  so 
that  junk  vehicles  cannot  be  seen  from  the  vicinity  of  the  north  Russell 
Street  Bridge.  The  applicant  has  indicated  his  willingness  to  do  so  should 
vehicles  be  stored  outside.

Typically,  establishing  and  licensing  a new  motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  has  a minor  positive  impact  on  the  above  criteria.  Wrecking 
facilities  support  other  business  activities  and  can  provide  additional 
income  and  employment.  This  applicant,  however,  already  operates  a towing 
service  and  plans  to  buy,  sell,  and  deal  in  a few  junk  vehicles, 
specifically  insurance  auction  vehicles,  secondarily.  Therefore, 
establishing  and  licensing  this  proposed  facility  is  expected  to  have  no 
impact  on  the  above  criteria. 

10.  Demands  for  Governmental  Services 

A minor  increase  in  demand  for  governmental  services  may  result  from 
the  proposal.  A minor  amount  of  time  will  be  required  of  state  and  local 
junk  vehicle  program  officials  to  perform  administrative  duties  associated 
with  relicensing  and  to  conduct  periodic  inspections  to  assure  that  the 
facility  is  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law.  These 
impacts  are  not  expected  to  be  significant. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  Missoula  County  Community  Development  Office  has  certified  that 
local  zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  this  proposed  land  use  at  this 
location.
